Don’t  hesitate  because 
you  think  the  prices  are  a few  cents  per  tree  higher  than  they  should  be;  for  the  very  first  crop  will  much 
more  than  pay  for  the  trees;  to  say  nothing  of  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  watching  them  grow  and 
know  they  are  the  results  of  your  personal  efforts.

Dear  friend  and  patron :
